Their chants may have been bit 
unfair. Druker wasn’t wearing hood.

press releases quoting him saying, 
“Boston certainly ahead the rest 
the country realizing the importance 
maintaining our architectural heritage 
part our urban This was ironic, 
since Druker had gotten demolition 
permit from Commissioner Inspec- 
tional Services Anthony Pepicelli one 
day back November, and wouid have 
begun taking down structure one 
the few remaining examples Egyp- 
tian Revival architecture the city, and 
reminiscent era when downtown 
Boston was filled with granite mercantile 
buildings two days later. 

The Landmarks Commission, which 
had been planning designate the 
building historic long before the fire, 
rushed into court and got restraining 
order prevent the demolition. Marcia 
Myers, acting director the Landmarks 
Commission, said Pepicelli was sup- 
posed notify her before issuing such 
permit, but didn’t. “He was embar- 
rassed about it,” she said. 

the building, least its granite 
fagade, has been saved. Druker also 
owns larger granite building adjacent 
it, and says that some point the 
future (when the downtown market 
potential clearer) may put some 
sort high-rise behind those 
(both condos and plush offices are hinted 
at). 

When reporters asked Druker how 
ceived, got bit testy. not sure 
that’s public said. One 
public source knowledge, Fire Com- 
missioner George Paul, said, “We actu- 
ally came with definitive evidence 
that was arson fire. still 
undetermined origin.” 

Tenants, however, had been calling 
the building firetrap for years, and the 
artists who were burned out and who 
lost everything complained that had 
been impossible for them get fire 
insurance.

grating second-floor rear window. 
“This fire was not set some drunk 
who hates gays,” Flanagan said. don’t 
think was the work amateur.” But 
the investigation, said, “has come 
dead end.” 

Asked how felt about those pickets 
chanting “arson for profit,” Druker 
replied, “It’s never been issue. 
not the business in.”

commissions this country. Every few 
years, president appoints panel 
high-class citizens study given 
problem, and sooner later the panel 
reports back that the problem certainly 
problem. fact, the panel suggests, the 
crisis. have had the housing crisis, the 
race crisis, the poverty crisis, the in- 
frastructure crisis, the 
streets crisis. 

Now officially have the education 
crisis. have had such crisis for 
long can remember, but may not 
have been official before. Now, the 
National Commission Excellence 
Education says education 
mediocre that threatens not only our 
economic and cultural roles the world, 
but, yea, our spiritual role well. Some 
didn’t even know that had 
spiritual role, much less that was being 
threatened. 

Forgive me, national-commission 
members, for cynicism, but spent 
fair amount reporting career 
reporting reports, commission-type 
reports, reports poverty, and crime, 
and housing, and race.

Thus, when read that you spent 
$785,000 and more than time 
figure out that our educational system 
poor and that our attitude toward educa- 
tion need long-overdue pep talk, 
had say, “So what else new?” And 
because have covered damn many 
reports and findings and have seen next- 
to-nothing happen, had conclude not 
only “So what else new?” but also 
“So what?” “So what?” because when 
commissions properly identify problems 
problems, the next logical step 
spend the millions needed help solve 
the problems. the little bug the 
works, the little sucker that keeps deep- 
sixing all the commission reports. That 
need spend money alien the 
American mind. Americans are even 
more badly educated than you would 
have believe, commissioners, because 
are dumb enough think that all 
these problems will take care them- 
selves with little spit, polish, 
dedication. 

not suggest that simply 
spending money can cure all ills. 
just postulating the old saw that money 
not everything, but that helps. 
Americans, however, have not mastered 
simple math. For example, class 
kids, six are slow learners, the one 
teacher must spend proportionately 
more time with the six than with the 
others. the teacher can neglect the 
average (or maybe even gifted) kids, 
who, result, may never realize their 
full potential. the teacher can neglect 
the half-dozen slow learners, who, 
without help early on, are destined for 
such low-tech careers welfare receiv- 
ing, panhandling, and assaulting and 
battering. The inescapable social con- 
clusion these mathematical variables 
that must spend money hire 
aide help that teacher help both sets 
kids. 

Instead, the public, through its elected 
representatives, has decided lay off 
teachers (550,000 1982), freeze 
salaries, eliminate courses. 
school population decreases about six

million fewer kids now than 1970 
buildings are closed, staff laid off not 
replaced, and state and federal aid 
reduced, 

There’s some indication that the re- 
sults this self-defeating frugality are 
becoming apparent. recent New York 
Times poll concludes that most 
Americans are now willing fork over 
more tax dollars improve public 
schools. And the Times also cited 
increasing number educational bond 
issues approved voters com- 
munities across the country. 

When California finally had face 
the realities Proposition tax cuts 
Massachusetts boosters Proposition 
take note the state that once prided 
itself leader education found had 
become basket case. California has 
been spending about $2000 year per kid 
less than the national average. Now 
businessmen are panicking; they say the 
schools producing graduates quali- 
fied work for living. How you like 
them er, those apples? 

The lack money not the only 
cause our educational malaise. The 
national commission recognizes this. 
proposes not only better salaries for 
teachers and longer school days all 
expensive propositions but also more 
homework for high-school students and 
tougher requirements English, math, 
science, social studies, and even com- 
puter science. 

The commission makes 
passioned and poignant case that would 
seem appeal liberals and con- 
servatives alike. says that educational 
reform should create learning society. 
the heart such society the 
system education that affords each 
member the opportunity stretch one’s 
mind its full capacity, from early 
childhood through adulthood ...” 
urges financial support for the schools 
time when government all levels has 
been cutting such support. And argues 
that the federal government does indeed 
have important role play. 

But lest you get your hopes that this 
report will prompt more action than did 
the ill-fated studies race, crime, 
whatever, keep mind that our presi- 
dent chose translate the 
findings into support for his uneducated 
call for “end federal intrusion.” 
What the nation’s schools need, among 
other things, are money and federal 
involvement. There sepa- 
rate state standards for American history 
science. 
tices Savannah are different from 


those Bangor. Millard Fillmore was 
president not only New York and 
Delaware, but also Rhode Island and 
New Jersey. handicapped kid 
California not different from one 
Montana. 

The president may think otherwise, 
indeed the president thinks all. 
personal vision educated America 
one that let another Reagan, 
Ford, Carter, Nixon anywhere near the 
District Columbia. don’t think that 
we'll ever that well educated, but 
can give shot. And the clever 
rhetoric the special commission, the 
ammo for that shot right front. The 
commission appeals America’s 
motivating fear losing buck. 
don’t educate our kids better, says, 
going lose the worldwide race 
for economic superiority. 

There’s always the chance that 
enough Americans believe are com- 
peting with Russkies, Malaysians, and 
Ghanaians for the brass ring, shall 
make fight it. might even spend 
money make money, capitalists are 
fond suggesting. When the Soviet 
Union sent Sputnik 1957, 
America panicked and poured federal 
funds (not intrusion then, guess) into 
educating our urchins the finer points 
science. lot young men whose 
technical knowledge had hitherto been 
limited pool shots ended majoring 
engineering and other such trades 
way federal scholarships and loans. 

Those Americans who like think 
themselves the traditional “hard- 
nosed” businessmen about whom they 
read their daily newspapers are now 
mouthing the kind booster rhetoric 
that heard years. They 
suggest that America really sets her 
mind educating her youth, boy, then 
watch out, you Nordics and Asians, eat 
our dirt, suck our exhaust, and on. 

The commission was not unaware 
such people and sentiments, would 
infer. “Our nation risk,” warns. 
“Our once-unchallenged pre-eminence 
commerce, industry, science, and 
technological innovation being over- 
taken competitors throughout the 
world.” The commission quick note 
that our ability prosper only one 
the many basic functions under siege and 
pays necessary homage “intellectual, 
moral, and spiritual strength.” 

But the high-tech crowd and other tax- 
cutting advocates are unlikely get 
excited predictions weakened 
moral strength. the nation’s con- 
servatives finally are convinced that

The 
Celts ended one those 
aggregations good enough 
make the playoffs, but nothing 
more. Can there any doubt 
that had they been forced play 
the Knicks three- seven- 
game series, the Knicks would 
have whipped them? 

The outside observers, along 
with the fans and the Celtics 
themselves, based their 
perception the team’s strength 
the Bird-Fitch era. The glittering 
regular-season records and the 
1981 title obscured several points 
now worth noting. First, 
those seasons with 60-plus wins 


were accomplished 
because Boston always beat the 
teams The 
Clevelands, Kansas Citys, and 
Utahs might hang tough, but 
they always succumbed. Second, 
much the Celtics’ playoff 
success came against those very 
teams, the mediocrities who 
make the playoffs because the 
NBA teams out have to. 
four years, Boston has 
compiled 18-4 playoff record 
against the Rockets, Bulls, 
Hawks, and Bullets. Against the 
76ers the only outstanding 
team the Celtics had face until 
this year the log 8-11. They 
have face the 
Lakers, and all know how 
they did against the Bucks. Their 
playoff totals are respectable

26-19. For the same period, the 
Lakers’ record 29-9 and 
counting, the 76ers’ 33-20 and 
counting. 

The Celtics’ 1981 comeback 
against Philadelphia was 
monumental achievement 
men expending every bit 
energy and talent they possessed, 
and then spending some more. 
Each the three successive 
victories that went into that 
famous triumph repeated the 
pattern the series whole. 
Each was comeback itself, 
with Boston rallying the late 
minutes led not much 
tenacious team effort that held 
the Sixers scoreless for crucial, 
and excruciating, minutes. Quite 
simply, was the accom- 


plishment team which 
refused acknowledge that any 
team could better than was. 
That arrogance essential for 
championship squad. win the 
NBA title (still the hardest thing 
required isn’t mere pride, but 
overweening pride the kind 
Bill Russell personified. But the 
internal emotional dynamic 
the Celtics 1981 (and the less 
valuable arrogance their fans, 
who believe victory divine 
right) should not obscure what 
history shows true the 
series was upset, all the 
more noteworthy for having 
been pulled off against all odds. 

1982, remarkable defiance 
the laws probability, the 
Boston season followed the exact 
same course, until, needless 
say, the seventh game against 
Philadelphia. its own way, that 
series was fascinating the 
one the year before. Once again 
Philadelphia’s 3-1 lead 
foundered the rock Boston’s 
unshakable self-confidence. But 
when the two teams found 
themselves tied once more, with 
the home court figured for the 
Celtics and with the country 
unanimously having buried the 
Sixers chokers supreme, 
confidence 
enough defeat band men 
whose state mind could 
accurately described 
desperate. Each team took the 
floor that day looking its own fate 
the eye, and the 76ers 
discovered that they had more 
the Celtics, more lose 
than 

That should never be, not 
you intend keep the crown. 
seemed small chink the 
Celtic armor the time, 
retrospect, that loss last spring 
may have been the initial 
warning sign: the refusal 
acknowledge defeat 
possibility was slipping 
smug assumption that defeat was 
something that happened 
other guys. Oh, the Celtics were 
hurt their loss, sure enough. 
But even the tightly wound Fitch 
seemed feel that maybe the 
Sixers’ number had just finally 
come up. 

Well, basketball, praise God, 
only secondarily game the 
mind. There were number 
physical and technical problems 
that had plagued the Celtics 
that series well. the off- 
season, the Celtic brain trust 
Fitch, the astute coach who also 


former GM; Auerbach, 


arguably the most brilliant 
strategist and judge talent the 
game has produced; and 
Mangurian, owner renowned 
for calm, prudence, and the 
vision what necessary for 
success assessed the situation 
and took the steps they thought 
essential for Boston regain the 
championship. can now 
safely say hindsight that what 
they did was best ineffective, 
and that what they didn’t was 
fatal, for they failed assess 
their problems correctly. What 
most needed mending was left 
ignored. 

Before the campaign 
began, outside consulting firm 
(and God knows, there are 
enough unemployed coaches 
start one) might have listed the 
Celtics’ strengths and problems 
follows. 

Strengths: Larry Bird, 
best player. Robert 
Parish, one the two three 
best centers game. 

Incredibly deep frontcourt 
Maxwell, McHale, Robey, etc. 

Outstanding technical 
coaching and preparation for 
games from Fitch. Assertive, 
confident, winning manner 
overawes most lesser teams, 
seems based genuine mutual 
respect. Loyal, crazed, sellout 
crowd. 

Problems: Several 
extremely valuable players due 
for contract negotiations 
coming years chance for 


massive bucks free agency 
equals chance disrupting 
current performance. 
personality and methods 
alienating, least not 
impressing, some players, 
including some the most 
valuable. Backcourt 
vulnerable shooting guards 
fact, whole guard situation 
unsettled. There are only 240 
minutes playing time any 
basketball game, and some 
players (Robey, Carr) see their 
skills atrophy decreases. 

Now, it’s important see this 
list for what not the 
specious wisdom hindsight, 
but the sort basic profile the 
team that any dispassionate 
observer should have been able 
put together advance. 
what did Celtic management do? 
spent the summer attempting 
solve problem three, the 
important one. And its attempt 
solution the acquisition 
Quinn Buckner turned out not 
only make dent problem 
three, but also aggravate 
problems number two and four, 
and drastically. the meantime, 
the lack movement the big 
problem, signing McHale and/or 
Bird, cast the whole team into 
uncertainty the mark 
losing franchise the NBA. 

Buckner and number-one draft 
choice Darren Tillis made the 
roster, and championship 
veterans Chris Ford and Eric 
Fernsten did not. Neither the 
latter pair would have played 
much, but both were part 
strength number five, big part. 
And that strength, which should 
never underestimated, was 
deemed not important the 
presence Buckner (another 
steal for Red!) and Tillis (Red 
must know something). The 
suspicion that both men 
remained primarily because they 
were visible reminders how 
clever Red Auerbach is. 

old college roommate, 
raised the Bay Area, defined 
the law the Giants. Simply 
postulated, the law reads: there 
should never more good 
players than there are places 
put them. The Celtics spent the 
past season violating this law 
with vengeance. They paid the 
penalty against the Bucks. 

The endless NBA basketball 
season might compared toa 
large family excursion. visit 
Disney World, exactly more 
like lengthy camping trip over 
hard terrain uncertain weather. 
There are variety tasks that 
must performed the trip 
success, some pleasant 
(scoring), some not pleasant 
(offensive rebounding, guarding 
Sidney Moncrief). Those tasks 
can be, and must be, rotated; but 
even when they are rotated, there 
enough tasks around. 
Some players, maybe many 
four, have sit there and not 
much anything, except 
time for practice, anchor the 
bench lot, and try keep 
everyone’s spirits during the 
city. The Celtics were unable 
divide their workload properly, 
because they had too many guys 
unaccustomed (and, really, too 
good for) the demands 
idleness. The problem got worse, 
not better, Fitch juggled his 
personnel attempt find 
the right divisor for the 
inexorable dividend 240. 
they were shifted hither and yon, 
very good players became 
dissatisfied with their assigned 
roles (like Nate Archibald) 
just what that role might (like 
Buckner and Gerald Henderson). 
Going whole season without 
set backcourt rotation indicates 
that this confusion was shared 
management. 

the season progressed, the 
Celtics changed slowly, almost 
invisibly, but inexorably, and 
devastatingly. They suffered 
several shocks early on. First, 
their divisional rivals, the 76ers, 
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had quite obviously assessed 
their own strengths and 
weaknesses accurately. Their 
owner, the odious Harold Katz, 
felt the team needed rebounding. 
hired Moses Malone for $13 
million and dumped numerous 
veterans and their salaries 
could pay his new center. The 
76ers were thus composed 
eight guys who played every day 
and three four guys who 
played only the worst 
blowouts. Sixer rookies even had 
drive the stars around rental 
cars and take care their 
luggage. wasn’t the Celtic idea 
depth, but worked. From 
January on, was apparent 
Boston wasn’t going best 
record regular-season 
play. 

was dreary, albeit winning, 
winter the Garden. the 
regular-season games, only few 
are worth remembering. 
Interesting that the ones that 
stick the mind are few 
dazzling Celtic triumphs and 
few horrible, disgraceful losses. 
this opinion that 
both types performance were 
equally harmful the team. 

Several times this year, set out 
column, only see 
Boston blow out some worthy 
opponent with impressive 
display power basketball. The 
night they ended the Nets’ 
winning streak, the Super 
Sunday win over the Lakers, the 
gritty victory over the Sixers 
March all were championship- 
caliber performances. felt and 
obvious the Celts did too 
that the team was the one 
that showed for these games, 
and that the failures could 
ascribed the boredom 
endless season with nothing 
accomplish except that dreary 
goal “getting ready for the 
playoffs.” But all forgot that 
once you say ready 

when need be,” you almost 
automatically be. 

The big Celtic wins meant 
little, for they never prompted 
roll consistent play for week, 
for two-week stretch. About 
all they did was make sure that 
potential playoff rivals still 
feared, and consequently geared 
for, the Celtics. contrast, 
such horrors losing the 
Indiana Pacers, one the truly 
rotten teams the NBA, were 
more significant than was 
suspected. The Celtics lost their 
ability beat the little 
guys every time, the ability that 
had earned them those 60-win 
years. And their self-confidence, 
that faith winning that comes 
from winning and from winning 
only, began evaporate along 
with it. place self- 
confidence, there appeared, for 
the first time under Fitch, that 
querulous spirit this 
ever gonna over?” that the 
bane middle-level and low- 
level NBA squads. fair, this 
appeared attitude held 
minority, one more sensed 
than said. There were claims 
worry, and vows renewed 
dedication. But then 
another blowout, and the words 
would sound hollow. 

The technical flaws Boston 
developed during this period 
wandering the wilderness 
must have been evident Fitch, 
but they proved uncorrectable. 
mid-February, every Boston 
game began with flurry 
jumpers from Larry Bird. The 
single greatest Celtic offensive 
strength, wonderful inside 
passing game built around Bird, 
had largely vanished because 
the recipient goodly number 
those passes, Maxwell, had 
largely vanished too, from day 
one. Another nonperson was 
Rick Robey, who.once was 
competent backup for Parish. 
This year, his playing time and 
his skills deteriorated, and Robert 
result. 

was Boston’s vigorous, 
occasionally vicious defense that 


brought the title 1981. 
Defense was not hallmark 
past years one the four 
five best, slipped eighth, 
several points behind 
The average 
margin victory dropped 
accordingly. 

And there were the peculiar, 
muted, pervasive stories and 
signs unhappiness. Kevin 
painful progress 
toward free agency 
predictable mess, given his 
outspokenness, acerbic 
nature, and their mutual friction. 
for Tiny Archibald well, 
when play, sulked, 
and when did, frequently 
sucked. one ever really knew 
why Maxwell decided stop 
talking and stop playing 
simultaneously. 

Bill Fitch has many good points 
coach, but active dissension 
constitutionally unable deal 
with. intense, driven man, 
one who spends lot time 
and still more within 
himself, the coach just wasn’t the 
individual clear the 
increasingly poisoned Celtic air. 
players were tuning out his 
endless details and chalk talks, 
players were unhappy with their 
roles, Fitch just wasn’t the kind 
person who could something 
dramatic about the situation. 
Somewhere around March the 
coach should have forgotten his 
video tapes and his diagrams and 
just told the troops, “Gang, 
playing horseshit, and keep 
gonna keep simple, throw the 
plays away and try have fun. 
also gonna find our eight 
players for the playoffs and what 
they do. And anybody doesn’t 
like his role, can come see 
me.” should have bought 
Tiny beer and talked about it, 
challenged him fight, 
something some human 
interaction that might have 
broken the lassitude and the 
gloom. 

Maybe did wasn’t 
around the Celtics March, the 
month they irretrievably went 
down the tubes. But doubt 
somehow. saw the 
blackboard after the Milwaukee 
rout the Garden the 116-95 
game that began the final four- 
game and 
had about plays it, X’s 
and surpassing complexity, 
sophistication, and uselessness. 
couldn’t help comparing with 
the blackboard after the second 
game championship 
round with Houston, game the 
Celtics also lost. Back then, the 
board was bare, save for the hole 
created coachly fist. Boston 
won the next game points. 

NBA coaching, the top level, 
has become draining, horrid 
job. Look Paul Westhead, 
formerly the Lakers from 
hero chump less than 
season with team that won the 
championship. Billy 
Cunningham the Sixers 
once amiable, candid soul, 
now tense, taut, suspicious 
those around him, his world view 
visibly altered the pressure 
he’s lived under. 

look Bill Fitch. Fitch’s 
own view, expressed Joe 
Fitzgerald the Herald, that 
mellowed this year, that 
sarcastic, 
demanding. That sounds self- 
serving, but rings true. From 
own observation, Fitch really 
obsessive his job this year. But 
didn’t change the essence 
his methods, because may just 
have been easier for him stick 
with charts and films and 
ritualistic criticisms than 
summon the wrenching 
emotional effort confront and 
conquer his malaise, 
battle might not have won 
anyhow.

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Continued from page 
him. Marrying McCabe and mov- 
ing with him Pennsylvania 
looked like quick escape from 
her own sour home life, headed 
chronically alcoholic father 
whose condition left Janice with 
much the responsibility for rais- 
ing her four younger brothers. 
The courtship lasted one 
month, and the honeymoon not 
much longer. Life with John Reed 
McCabe, turned out, was 
ride the merry-go-round: 
was violent drunkard. used 
beat all the time,” Janice 
says. had black eyes. had 
bruises all over me. bounced 
head off walls. Bloody 
noses.” also ran around with 
other women, she discovered 
months pregnant with John.” The 
violence would aimed the 
baby well. His father spanked 
him harshly during toilet train- 
ing, Janice says. (To this day, his 
bed-wetting deep embarrass- 
ment him. His urogenital state 
may have been further com- 
plicated circumcision age 
five, which was followed 
painful infection.) Janice says, 
stayed with him, you know, 
because had John, and figured 
once you get married you stay 
The marriage lasted 
three years and produced three 
sons. “The breaking point was 
after three years,” 
turned around and got 
another woman pregnant. 
divorced marry her.” 
Janice moved the family back 
Somerville and into the pro- 
jects, where she supported the 
three boys monthly Aid 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren check. Her days were busy: 
house was always clean. 
kids were fed, and they were 
clean. When they went bed 
night, that’s when started drink- 
ing. When they were up, that’s 
when quit.” John was more 
problem than the other two, she 
remembers. spent his first 
week incubator, and after 
that suffered from colic. When 
began teething, she started find- 
ing bite wounds the neck 
Richie, his younger brother. Just 
past the toddler stage, John 
would sit the floor and bang 
his own head against the wall. 
Janice says, was five 
lit the pillow under Richie’s 
head fire. One time asked 


“me get his bunkbed 


because wanted mummy 
sleep with him, and had box 
the end the bed where kept 
all their shoes and toys and stuff. 
Johnny took blanket, draped 
across the box, and lit fire, 
with [asleep] the bed. 
when knew something 
was really wrong.” 

She started taking John the 
Mystic Mental Health Clinic, 
the projects, and settled down 
somewhat until was the 
fourth grade. Then, Janice says, 
“He was constantly hooking 
school. started bullying kids. 
punched one the teachers 
the mouth. was giving 


the Mystic projects: it’s the public spaces that the kids make their lives. 


More against Richard, because 
Richard A-B student. was 
almost like jealousy thing.” 
Dr. Sarah Quinn was the per- 
son who counseled John from 
ages nine the Mystic 
Mental Health Clinic. She’s 
matronly woman with large, 
friendly face and 
voice. With Harvard doctorate 
counseling housing projects 
for more than years; her 
memories the McCabe family 
are vivid. (She agreed discuss 
John McCabe after John and his 
mother gave their consent.) 
lunch time, and she’s eating 
homemade sandwich her desk 
office the Martha Eliot 
Health Center, the Bromley- 
Heath project Jamaica Plain. 
Quinn recalls that Janice 
“would dragging [John] his 
ear, and would sulking, just 
like any naughty little kid would 
Mrs. McCabe would all 
worked up, shouting and very 
visibly disturbed. But whenever 
set conferences with either 
Jan with John they 
in. sort typical all the 
housing projects I've worked. 


“One thing that struck 


Quinn says, “was the intensity 
her feelings toward John. just 
wasn’t the usual rage mother 
has her kid for driving her 
nuts. was like what you could 
call ‘over- 
determined,’ not appropriate 
the situation. Yeah, was 
mean kid, you know, not doing 
that good school and 
what? There are thousands 
kids like him. But she took that 
proof that was the embodi- 
ment her ex-husband.” 

Quinn, who has written out 
rough guide for this 
interview, reminisces with little 
prompting: “The other thing 
remember don’t know how 
looks now was that was 
beautiful child. There are plenty 
kids that saw who you could 
tell were mean little kids, because 
they just had that look. John was 
beautiful, and also looked 
distressed. was very sad. You 
could see that was taking 
very deeply inside him. Actu- 
ally, have lot regrets now. 
That was the first housing project 
worked at. Here have kid 
who that distressed more 
outreach. Like 
doesn’t send him knock 
the door and get him. feel 
like should have done that with 
John. 

“One time did his 
apartment. Jan got very upset 
about something and asked 
come up. remember that had 
written things the wall, which 
had never seen. fact, had 
only seen one other time, and 
was adult psychotic man. But 
[John] had written the wall 
like black crayon, but thicker 
than crayon: FUCK MOM. 
HATE MOM. just wrote 
the wall. And fact, she 
brought there because 
had broken window some-

the mother 
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thing. just happened notice 
passed the wall. struck 
Odd because, number one, 
[wrote] it, and also because 
she left there. 

“With the other children, the 
times went there, all 
running around and acting 
disorganized, but the minute 
John would something, 
say, ‘John, told you not put 
your hands that.’ With the 
other children ignore the 
outer fringes behavior. felt 
that was really picked on. 
think Janice has hurt him lot. 
how lot families 
handle discipline problems. They 
beat the kid. That was what was 
frustrating her. She tried the 
approach that most her 
neighbors used 
naughty children, and didn’t 
have any impact John. 
just keep doing it. Jan herself 
had kind quality like John, 
because she was emotional. 
You could see her vulnerability,

When John was the fifth 
grade, Janice remembers, the 
Arthur Healey Elementary 
School expelled him for “not 
listening, breaking the place, 
throwing chairs the teachers.” 
spent sixth and seventh 
grades the Dearborn School, 
Lesley College, Cambridge, 
program designed for troubled 
kids, with one-on-one psycho- 
logical counseling supplementing 
the traditional class work. 
settled down briefly school, 
but continued fighting with his 
four brothers, the two youngest 
fathered Janice’s boyfriend. 

His aggressiveness escalated 
school, too. Twice his tantrums 
were severe the school sent 
him the emergency ward 
Cambridge Hospital tran- 
quilized. had begun talk 
about suicide. The last straw for 
Dearborn, Janice recalls, was 
when, during gym class, John 
shot arrow one the 
teachers. Dr. Quinn, Dearborn 
psychiatrist Lee Macht, and 
Janice decided John required 
drastic action. 

12-year-old seventh-grader, 
John entered New England Me- 
morial Hospital’s secure mental 
ward June 29, 1977. 
rebelled immediately. According 
staff report filed shortly after 
his admittance, fought with 
his peers, hit staff members, and 
tried run away every op- 
portunity. Doctors becalmed him 
with Thorazine. the mean- 
while, Janice was preparing the 
paperwork get John enrolled 
the Harbor School Amesbury, 
two-year residential program 
that had counselors for its 
kids. “The place was fantastic,” 
recalls Janice, who was thrilled 
when the school accepted him 
and the Somerville Welfare De- 
partment agreed pay the tui- 
tion. looked like real solution. 
John would taken from his 
home, which more and more 
looked the source his 
problems, and given intensive 
help. 


Then, July 17, 1977, visitor 
showed New England 
Memorial visit the boy. was 
his father, asking would all 
right took his son out for 
ice-cream cone. got call 
8:30 the next morning,” Janice 
recalls. ‘Hi, with father, 
charge report, written 
Richard Berlin, noted that John 
had gone AWOL and left the 
state, had completed less than 
half the six-week treatment 
program, and had made pro- 
gress. Berlin’s prognosis for re- 
blunt: poor. 

Janice says year later her ex- 
husband sent John back from 
Pennsylvania. The father was fed 
with his son, who had been 
expelled from school and had 
begun drinking his father’s beer 
and smoking his pot. “When 
came back was terror,” 
Janice says, “the same boy, but 
only more so, more powerful.” 
bit smaller than now (5-5, 
154 pounds). had also picked 
new habits. “It started with 
stealing bikes,” Janice says but 
then couple detectives show- 
looking for John connec- 
tion with fire that destroyed 
$5000 boat. John lay low, and 
Janice covered for him saying 
was living out state with his 
father. The detectives said that 
was good idea. And she sent 
John Robert back John Reed. 
let ex-husband take him 
save son,” she says. This time 
John stayed with his dad about 
year, Pennsylvania and 
then Florida. “Then,” Janice 
says, got phone call stating 
that son had taken over- 
dose. They told was 
intensive care, and that they 
didn’t know was going 
make not.”

He’s mechanic. didn’t get 
along with him too well, because 
his drinking. would get 
drunk and come home punching 
anyone who disagreed with any- 
thing had say. was 
depressed. knew life was 
going downhill, and when tried 
problems, would say, “Don’t 
worry about it. get over it.” 
felt confused and rejected, 
overdosed Percodans and 
Darvon. found them 
closet.” 

When recovered, Janice 
mailed him bus fare come back 
Somerville. was 14. 
began attending Northeastern Ju- 
nior High, and off mostly 
the latter. (One report card shows 
failing marks every subject.) 
“One the teachers North- 
eastern took him for assault 
and battery,” Janice says.

Most were as- 
signed DYS care temporarily, 
while awaiting bail hearings, 
but John was one the 855 
youngsters actually committed 
the department, meaning the 
DYS became responsible for his 
welfare and treatment.

detention centers, and the new 
system proved not only more 
humane, but more effective 
well: reform schools actually 
provided criminal educations 
more often than rehabilitative 
ones. 

Still, the switch new 
system cost the Commonwealth 
some its day-to-day control 
over youthful offenders. Today, 
Loughran says, DYS has only 217 
“secure beds” where youth can 
kept what amounts 
incarceration. (Funds for addi- 
tional have been 
propriated.) About half these 
are used for short-term stays, 
recently arrested kids those 
who are between waiting for 
placements elsewhere. The 


others are for long-term care and 
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Parr for the prosecution, 


treatment. have use those 
beds resourcefully,” Loughran says. 

The preferred alternatives 
incarceration are placements 
small, group 
houses dormitory-like facili- 
ties, many them run private 
agencies who contract with the 
state. Other kids are placed with 
foster families, and still others are 
permitted live home, where 
they are monitored 
caseworkers. There’s constant 
waiting list youths for the 
secure-treatment beds, Loughran 
says, which means the depart- 
ment has exercise “some sort 
prioritizing kids based 
their offenses and the immediate 
danger the community.” This 
forces the department, effect, 
perform sort social triage.

But it’s the common spaces 
hallways, sidewalks, courtyards, 
and parking lots, all splashed 
graffiti and scarred vandalism 
that the kids make their lives.

But Croteau, Serio, John’s girl- 
friend, others 
couldn’t save John 
temptations the projects.

Sullivan 
describes “the angriest 
kid ever met,” and after few 
days observation decided 
John had taken off the 
streets. notified the Somer- 
ville police pick John up. 
took the police two weeks, 
Sullivan says, for the pick-up 
order carried out. July 
10, John was taken secure 
facility Taunton, where 
otherwise abandoned state men- 
tal institution. spent the night 
there, and the next day was 
permitted out the 
courtyard with the other youths. 
They were allowed play most 
the day, since programs were 
curtailed because 
employees’ strike. (The legisla- 
ture had yet pass the budget, 
and the strike was response 
few missed paydays. The Taun- 
ton facility had its full comple- 
ment staffers that day, but 
most them were their 
second third consecutive shifts 
and tired.) One staffer watched 
the kids from inside the fence 
the courtyard, another from the 
outside. Mark Hutchinson, direc- 
tor the facility, says the 
monitor the outside went 
retrieve ball that had been 
knocked over the barbed-wire- 
topped chain-link fence. that 
moment eight kids charged the 
padlocked gate, bending open 
far enough with their combined 
weight 
Hutchinson called 
police, who brought dogs and 
radioed for helicopter assist 
the search, and most the 
kids were caught quickly. But 
McCabe and friend from the 
Mystic projects juvenile 
call David, since the state protects 
the identities juvenile law- 
breakers were homeward 
bound.

Notified that John was loose, 
Janice called caseworker 
Sullivan, who went the Somer- 
ville police and got her copy 
the warrant for her arrest. 
John showed her place 
three days later, sick and weak. 
Janice gave him food and had 
someone call the Somerville 
police while ate. was 
awful scene when they arrived. 
The officers didn’t want take 
him in, Janice says, and she 
insisted. She says one them 
told her, “Nice fuckin’, mother 
you are, huh? You don’t even 
fuckin’ feed your kid.” She says 
her response was, “Hey, asshole, 
you don’t know what 
talking about. es- 
After more arguing, they 
finally took John. (Sullivan says 
the DYS trouble

That call came the 14th

The 
evening before the call, while 
John was the run from Taun- 
ton, woman was kidnapped 
and robbed Medford shop- 
ping center. Six days after the 
call, another woman was raped 
Medford, and the same eve- 
ning two 15-year-old girls were 
raped Dorchester. 

The next time Janice McCabe 
saw her son, was doubled over 
pain, bruised and battered and 
judge two policemen.

Audrey Parr years old and 
has been assistant district 
attorney for Middlesex County 
for three years. 5-2, and with 
straight blond hair curling in- 
ward just below her chin, she 
looks too young prosecut- 
ing any case, much less the 
shocking crimes McCabe was 
charged with. But sitting the 
cramped office her assistant, 
reviewing the accounts the 
victims those crimes, Parr 
speaks even, unnervingly 
firm voice and looks you right 
the eye. She coldly factual and 
she has sympathy for John 
McCabe. 

“None the newspapers got 
the scenario right,” she begins, 


“so let through it. July 7th, 
1981, was the first one. There was 
woman McDonald Park, 
which right across from the 
Meadow Glen Mall area Med- 
morning, Tuesday, and she was 
lying the sun. And John 
McCabe came driving 
with her and then drove away. 
back minutes later. 
had screwdriver and two- 
by-four. placed [the screw- 
driver] against her ‘throat, 
dragged her the bushes, and 
raped her.” 

“July 13th, what happened 
the afternoon, the victim was 
coming out the Meadow Glen 
Mall, out Tellos, Medford. 
She got into her car, and John 
McCabe was there with the 
codefendant, juvenile who was 
not transferred [into adult court]. 
McCabe was the door 
with knife. opened the door 
and forced his way into the car. 
placed the victim between 
him and [the juvenile, whom 
we'll call Michael, though Parr 
herself did not name any 
juveniles], who got the passen- 
side. They drove away. 
During the ride, which guess 
lasted approximately 
they took her money, took her 
jewelry. That woman was not 
raped. 

“The third one was July 20th. 
that case, the victim [who was 


23] was coming out the Medi 
Mart the Fellsway, right near 
the Meadow Glen Mall. was 
about the afternoon. 
She got her car. McCabe was 
there alone that point. came 
the driver’s door with knife, 
said ‘Get in.’ drove right down 
the street and picked the adult 
codefendant, Robert 
McDonough, and another juve- 
nile codefendant [whom 
call McDonough got the 
front seat. [Paul] got the back 
seat. McCabe gave McDonough 
the knife, and they started 
drive around. They were low 
gas, and McCabe decided stop 
the Meadow Glen Mall, where 
friend theirs supposedly 
worked Bradlees, borrow 
some money. They had taken her 
money then, but she only had 


“McDonough gave the knife 
back McCabe and got out 
the car with [Paul] and went into 
Bradlees. which point McCabe 
drove there’s back parking 
lot the Meadow Glen Mall 
drove the back the parking 
lot, turned the victim, and said, 
going blow me.’ She 
said, She didn’t know 
what meant. explained 
her what meant. She started 
cry. forced her have oral 
sex, with the knife her throat 
the entire time. After was done 
doing that, said, ‘Get the 
back seat. going fuck you.’ 
She became hysterical that 


point, but with the knife her 
throat she climbed over from the 
front seat into the back seat, and 
took her clothes off and tried 
penetrate her vaginally. She 
was virgin, and had tough 
time doing that, her words 
me. turned her over and 
raped her anally. 

“At that point, McDonough 
and [Paul] were coming back. 
Apparently, there was blood al! 
over the back seat the car. She 
had numerous horizontal cuts 
the neck from McCabe holding 
the knife her throat while 
was raping her. She was told 
get her clothes back and get 
back the front seat. They all 
resumed the positions. 
McCabe drove out. McDonough 
was holding the knife that 
point. They took all her jewelry 
from her. Then they drove 
around for while trying find 
place sell the jewelry. McCabe 
would get out the car try 
sell the stuff, and she would beg 
McDonough and [Paul] let her 
go. They refused that. 
McCabe finally sold the jewelry. 
think was for $10 and two 
joints. They drove around and 
smoked pot. They tried force 
her smoke pot. She refused. 
They drove around while long- 
and they stopped the 
parking lot between Child World 
and Edwards Food Warehouse 
Medford. 

“McCabe said McDonough 
and [Paul], ‘Get out. want fuck 


her again.’ McDonough said, ‘No, 
you don’t want that.’ 
McCabe said, “Yeah, just give 
minutes.’ She said me, and 
also statements the court, 
she was looking them 
say, ‘Please leave here.’ 
they didn’t leave. They just 
stayed the car. She was forced 
get the back seat again. 
McCabe got the back seat with 
her. forced her take off her 
clothes. Holding his knife his 
hand the same time, raped 
her anally again. When got up, 
raped her anally. got up. Then 
McDonough went into the back 
seat, took his pants down, but 
this time she was frightened, 
with all the rapes that had 
happened, 
McDonough said, can’t it. 
stinks too bad.’ And put his 
pants back on. told her she 
was lucky that wasn’t into 
raping women. 

“She was forced get back 
the front seat this point. They 
drove around little longer. The 
whole incident took about four 
hours. They finally drove 
[Interstate] and threw her out 
the car. Just prior that 
McCabe told McDonough and 
[Paul] that wanted take the 
tire iron out the trunk and bury 
into her skull. They convinced 
him not that.” 

“Keep mind,” Parr con- 
tinues, still the same even voice, 
“on the same night, after they 
dumped this woman out her 
car, they drove her car 
Dorchester. was that night that 
they raped those two little girls.” 

Since these later rapes took 
place Suffolk County, Parr did 
not prosecute the case. all 
accounts, though, the rapes fol- 
lowed the pattern the earlier 
crimes. The juvenile known 
Paul had been dropped off; 
McDonough and the juvenile 
known Michael were with 
McCabe. Still driving the earlier 
victim’s 1978 Chevy Caprice, 
McCabe and Michael forced two 
girls, both 15, get into the car, 
threatening them with tire irons. 
The girls would later testify that 
they were forced have sex with 
McCabe and Michael, and then 


released after two-and-a-half 
hours but not before McCabe 


wrote down their addresses and

comeback. ethnic activity 

Boston’s Irish had all but left behind, 
along with sad memories famines and 
discrimination, Irish step 
dancing has won back the young girls 
Southie, West Roxbury, and Eastie. And 
has won back their parents. Irish dads 
and moms who speak with society-page 
accents now want their kids step 
dance, recover the arts and identities 
homeland past. For example, West 
Roxbury, Irish nights sponsored 
parishes and fraternal groups and 
political and sports “times,” more often 
than not Irish step dancing will 
performed kids from the Maureen 
Greene School Irish Dance. 

The Greene School operates out the 
West Roxbury home Frank and 
Maureen Greene, who came Boston 
from Ireland some years ago. Maureen 
Greene began giving her step-dancing 
classes right away, her basement. 
first few kids were interested, but today 
seems like all the girls and their parents 
are. And it’s not just the Irish. Students 
the Greene School where Maureen 
Greene the Greenes’ daughter, 
now does most the teaching include 
kids from Italian homes and kids from

They like going Ireland for 
two weeks for oireachtas (pronounced 
international 
competition for established step dancers. 
They like the fellowship and group pride 
dance festival with competitions for 
beginners well asfor championship 
dancers.

Just 
the sight their kids and grandkids 
step-dancing all the traditional even 
ancient step dances seems raise 
their spirits and renew their pride their 
heritage. 

Those who step-dance have learned 
that the moves the most important 
dances illustrate tales, with foot 
movements and heel toe clicks 
substituting for lyrics. the newcomer 
watching the step dancing the stories are 
anything but clear. sees step dancers 
moving group, unison, making 
intricate figures, but great narrative 
end. sees solo step dancers doing the 
heel slaps, toe hops, and butt claps the 
form’s graceful slip jigs and soldierly 
treble jigs. But until it’s pointed out, 
see that Races” the 
step dancer mimics the movement 
racing horses; doesn’t hear that 
“Downfall Paris,” Ennis,” 
and her toe and 
heel clicks represent the sounds 
bugles, the cries soldiers, and the 
thunder artillery. The newcomer finds 
hard follow the dancers’ beat- 
keeping. They have only accordion 
for accompaniment, one with scant bass 
and drum tones. The newcomer 
watches the legwork and the unison and

ercise and meticulously prepared 
and served gourmet diet food. 

But part made spa 
vacations phenomenon that 
many are relatively affordable. 
There are many package deals 
the $500-per-week range, fee 
that covers food, lodging, and 
activities, and therefore com- 
petitive with what lots pay 
for, say, week’s stay resort 
hotel, plus meals, tips, entertain- 
ment, and forth.

Continued from page 
genre, and respectfully, but not too 
respectfully, revolutionizing 
Theirs was classicism outraged and 
elaborated and jazzed up. century 
clattering toward the unthinkable 
choreographer would command such 
exalted position. But modern art 
formal immediacy all. And what could 
more immediate than 
movement? His ballets are full elo- 
quent retorts, intellectual asides, know- 
ing wit, and emotion that begins take 
the aggressive nature ‘thought. 
They never stop looking like ballet, and 
once the eye focuses they look like art. 
No, you could not away from 
Balanchine ballet with unsounded 
eye, mind though first you might 
come away puzzled. Balanchine stripped 
away the metrical fat and ornamentation 
traditional ballet and left 
architecture imposing lucidity. The 
human body remained noble ever, 
otherwise; but now was 
moving with poetic reason rather than 
license. After Balanchine ballet was 
longer innocent meaning gave 
knowledge, the poise self-conscious- 
ness, and some the most rapturous, 
extravagant dances for women the 
repertory. would the ballet not 
would still impressed) but adults, 
witness world not unlike our own. 
Born St. Petersburg 1904, Georgi 
Balanchivadze left his native Russia and 
its Imperial Ballet the age and 
promptly, fatefully, became Serge 
last and finest ballet master. 
With Diaghilev’s Ballets Russes had 
his first chance work with another 
Diaghilev protégé, Igor Stravinsky, and 
was there that choreographed his first 
two masterpieces, Apollo and The Prodi- 
gal Son. 1933, after brief stint 
master the Royal 
Balanchine came America, where 
aided Edward M.M. Warburg and 
Boston-bred Lincoln Kirstein founded 
the School American Ballet. During 
the next years Balanchine choreo- 
graphed for Ballet Theater (which was 
become the American Ballet Theater) and 
also worked Hollywood and 
Broadway. And during 
Balanchine continued nurture the 
look, athleticism, and nerve that both the 
dances and his vision cried for: lean 
bodies length, limbs literacy, and 
disciplined not heightened sensitivity 
music. 1946 Balanchine and Kirstein 


George Balanchine 1904-1983 


formed Ballet Society with the idea 
introducing new works small but 
elite subscription audience (the 
greatest ballets, The Four 
Temperaments). Balanchine was now 
ready for 1948, for the entity the New 
York City Ballet that would continue 
inspire one the greatest artistic 
collaborations the century. This was 
where the most potent, poetic choreo- 
graphic mind history would stay. 

Balanchine was bound the older 
Stravinsky like son spiritual father. 
They shared Russian heritage, deep 
professional admiration, and the love 
renewed classical event. Although they 
lexicons (Stravinsky:

Kneeling, Apollo sets out his hands for 
her rest her head in; she instead plants 
her elbows there, palms turning slowly 
open like leaves lifting the sun. 
Surprised and pleased, Apollo lays his 
head down the bed her hands. 
this impetuous gesture invention 
Terpsichore shows herself woman 
and then muse she turns her wits first 
toward love, then toward destiny. was 
this woman/muse, and brave and 
musically sensitive dancers, that 
Balanchine handed the lyre. once 
said, “Everything man does does for 
his ideal woman. You live only one life 
and you believe something, and 
dancers move through classicism 
the crow flies travel true and high 
and strong. respond not the 
downbeat the musical text, but the 
secret instructions phrase, texture, and 
tone. Music was far more than call 
momentary grace; presented greater 
problem, and risked greater fall. For 
Balanchine, music itself was calling for its 
corporeal mate. Balanchine gave his 
dancers the steps, the shape, the poetry 
with which answer silence that 
call. sent them into the music into 
eclipse the moment elemental 
mystery extended and existing the 
dance. 

Balanchine’s ballets are the most 
metaphorical you will ever see. For 
decades critics have plundered literature 
and art search language capable 
ensnaring his imagery, containing 
shapes that turn and about themselves 
like strip. Serenade, the first 
ballet Balanchine choreographed 
America, man walks slowly across the 
stage shadowed closely and precisely 
woman who presses against his back. 
They walk one, but with one arm she 
reaches around him and rests her hand 
his heart, and with the other hand she 
covers his eyes. don’t know who she 
is, but the creature looks like minotaur, 
image for the blindness man’s heart 
that stalks the imagination like the lyric 
premonitions Yeats. The Four 
Temperaments, women 
look like Picasso’s Demoiselles 
d’Avignon, gawky and strong 
young giraffes. her sexual (and close- 
kneed) response the steamy lullaby 
score, her stoic heat and 
lush solitude, his Firebird remains 
mateless the memory she her 
Russian folktale. And these are but three 
images from repertoire that numbers 
between 200 and 425 ballets (depending 
whether you count the choreography 
for Hollywood, Broadway, television, 
and past, lost works). 

his art Balanchine did not encom- 
pass the loquacious epigrams and moral 
grumblings Picasso, and neither did 
exude the sterner energy Stravinsky, 
the faint swagger hubris that some- 
times bumbled into pedantry. Just 
had ignored the soirée ferment 
Diaghilev’s late avant-gardism, 
bypassed the far-flung grasp mod- 
ernity. His repertoire remarkable for its 
opulent continuity, its deepening grace, 
its fitlessness. Like the Don after 
Dulcinea, pursued movement through 
the permutations the world, and 
through the more dependable, more 
music. 
ballets were the work 
genius, but they conveyed more readily 
vast unspoken experience intuition 
profound and unprovoked.

not often nowadays that Nobel 
Prize winner achieves popular suc- 

cess just consider Patrick White, 
Eyvind Johnson, and Vicente Aleixan- 
dre, all honored the Swedish commit- 
tee within the past years. But Colom- 
bia’s Gabriel Garcia Marquez, has man- 
aged exactly that. Few critical caveats 
have surrounded One Hundred Years 
Solitude. This now-legendary family 
chronicle, set small tropical town, 
serenely sums four centuries 
history, and South American 
readers understandably respond 
their book. One Hundred Years sets 
before the world warriors and scholars, 
matriarchs and mistresses, bureaucrats 
and boozers with its capacious sense 
life and death abounding, routinely 
elicits adjectives like “Joycean” and 
“Faulknerian.” 


Garcia Marquez’s nonfiction novel 


For great degree Garcia Marquez has 
renewed our faith what imaginative 
literature can and how much can 
say. Only years ago, American writers 
and critics alike were lamenting the 
death the novel. Looking upon 
depressed panorama suburban realism 
(Updike), abstracted experimentalism 
(Barth), and narrow private neuroses 
(Bellow), they mistook their local agonies 
for global slump literary genius 
could exist only this side the Rio 
Grande. Meanwhile, Borges, Cortazar, 
Carpentier, Cabrera-Infante, Vargas- 
Llosa, Puig and other South Americans 
were enlarging the terrain and redesign- 
ing the shape fiction. Whether 
Buenos Aires libraries, Mexico City 
cubbyholes, garrets the Seine, 
hundreds Latinos and Latinas were 
experimenting the grand manner, 


turning old formats inside out and 
fashioning new narrative molds. Being 
ecumenical, they combined Kafkaesque 
fantasy, French surrealism, German 
philosophy, Oriental mysticism, and 
Claude with soap operas, 
Hollywood thrillers, Lewis Carroll, and 
‘40s jazz, confronting broad cultural and 
political issues and depicting entire 
societies and epochs (real and imagined) 
along the way. 

But Garcia Marquez with his 
special blend hard fact and ancient 
fable, high form and earthy folklore, plus 
Faulkner and Karl Marx who has does 
the most breathe new life into 
narrative fiction. One Hundred Years, 
historically based United Fruit workers’ 
strikes take place alongside rain 
yellow flowers, Biblical catastrophes 
share the stage with outsized sexual 


escapades not seen since Rabelais. Add 
that the labyrinthine sym- 
metries and repetitions, awe-inspiring 
even the most jaded French struc- 
turalist, and you have dramatic proof 
that search for technique and 
celebration life need not contradic- 
tory pursuits, that twin commitment 
art and humanity possible and that 
they may even enrich each other. 

Garcia Marquez did it, moreover, with 
transparent prose free mannered 
virtuosity. The literary allusion, the 
rhetorical parallelism, the long long 
sentence, the personal anecdote, the 
strategically placed profanity, the recon- 
dite word (erudite slangy), the smiling 
parody, the cool-headed reportage 
these are among the resources com- 
mands, whether his syndicated col- 
umns The Autumn the Patriarch

works it: when composing mini- 
atures like the short stories One 
Writes the Colonel, the master churns 
out about line day. 

And yet this rigorous craftsman’s slow 
distillations are now huge publishing 
events. One Hundred Years the biggest 
Spanish-language seller all time. 
During travels through Colombia last 
August talked with nurses, cab drivers, 
social workers, salespeople, secretaries, 
bureaucrats, and 
all read their countryman with 
loving care. its translations One 
Hundred Years seems good bus 
subway reading too; there are 800,000 
copies print the edition, and 
subsequent Garcia Marquez titles have 
been featured Book-of-the-Month 
Club. reminded those days when 
Londoners and Parisians would hurry 
the bookstore pick the latest 
installment Dickens Balzac. 

The seamless dexterity Chronicle 
Death Foretold (Knopf, 120 pages, 
$10.95, translated Gregory Rabassa), 
latest work, will 
spellbind his loyalists, and its grisly plot 
will attract attention, period. Even before 
reaching the delivery trucks, however, 
the novel had created its own legend. 
With much fanfare, publishers Colom- 
bia, Mexico, Argentina, and Spain agreed 
put out million copies each. New 
York, Garcia tough-talking 
agent wangled from Knopf license for 
years flat, instead the usual 28-plus- 
renewal; resurrected Vanity the 
entire novel its thick, Vogue-format 
debut issue (shades Dickens again); 
and this February, Knopf pulled strings 
halt sales some 100 copies the 
British edition Chronicle (available 
since last fall) bookstore. 

The pre-publication buildup was

piece Theatre except Alistair 
Cooke and fit right in, the 
Huntington Theater Company could get 
him. could sit the lobby big 
leather armchair, regaling the milling 
audience with little intermission anec- 
dotes about author (and fellow coun- 
tryman) John Boynton Priestley, who 
wrote this arthritic but intriguing play 
1937, doubt thinking its structure and 
mystic notions about time avant-garde. 
Today they seem bit derriére-garde, 
the expression, but then, 
Anglophiles like antiques almost 
much like the Huntington. like 
sumptuous wood-paneled parlors 
populated with crisp-talking people 
period costumes. Certainly 
quirky, upper-class, provincial English 
families (Chekhovians Newlingham) 
who play charades pronounced Shir- 
odds, course when they 
quoting William Blake. And Time and 
the Conways just our cup our 
favorite country’s favorite beverage. 
Who cares isn’t masterpiece? 
Theatre. 

Priestley wrote two dramas, 
Dangerous Corner and Time and the 
Conways, that play games with time; 
ironically, neither has withstood its test. 
This one, fact, belies its own ideas 
the subject: indeed, all times co-existed, 
there would such thing old- 
fashioned and Time and the Conways 
surely that, despite its once new- 
fangled trick replacing the customary 
beginning, middle, and end with 
beginning, end, and beginning 
revisited. The play, written three acts, 
jumps from 1919 1938, then hurtles 
back again, make the point that 
are, different junctures, different 


ime and the Conways has every- 


selves (or, one character says, cross- 


sections the same self), all which 
mix like bits shell into the sands 
you-know-what. Things don’t change 
much they merge; “joy and woe,” 
paraphrase Blake, are two sides that 
coin called life. 

Priestley even suggests, The White 
Hotel, that our psyches are mottled 
intimations the future intima- 
tions the past. Hope tinged 
disillusion yet come, just disillusion 
haunted the ghost hope long 
dead. the course years, the 
Conways fall hard times and hard 
truths; the buoyancy that followed the 
realization that there will another, and 


the life-embracing eagerness youth 
gives way the cynicism encroaching 
middle age. But brother Alan tells 
sister Kay, “speech” ever heard 
one, our failures not cance! out our 
dreams: time both sinking ship and 
the Love Boat. For all that, Time and the 
Conways fails float above its period. 
was evidently considered fine piece 
work when premiéred; yet there has 
not been major American production 
since 1938, when was done ‘on 
Broadway, with Jessica Tandy Kay 
(nine years before she was Blanche 
how time flies). 

Now, attractive museum-piece 
replication the Huntington Theater 
Company, seems speak less 
through the ages than through the 
mothballs. Not that this should faze the 
Huntington, which has 
existence won numerous plaudits (in- 
cluding, just last week, the first Elliot 
Norton Award producing director 
Peter Altman, whose con- 
tribution the Boston theater” was 
cited) for the exemplary production 
stagy, well-spoken, 
plays. All the Huntington’s productions 
have been precise 
mounted, grand and rather remote; even 
token American A.R. Gurney’s The 
Dining Room was made look more 
brittle than is. These qualities make our 
newest professional company seem 
sort dowager short pants: may 
the first theater, certainly the first 
American one, the manor born.

Just Equus was based actual, 
aberrant incident, Amadeus rooted 
history. least two the principals, 
Mozart and Salieri, existed; the validity 
the third, God, still the subject 
debate. Certainly Salieri believes Him, 
and the second-string composer who

oan Rivers enjoying (deserved) career 
resurgence sparked rambunctious guest- 
host appearances the otherwise mum- 
mified Tonight Show. When Rivers fills for 
Carson, she asks her guests such impetinent 
questions that Johnny probably turns over his 
Jacuzzi. Maybe Rivers’s coffee-klatch intimacy 
(“Can talk?”) her trust-me face, but recently 
she had loose-lipped sacrificial lambs like Susan 
Anton and Bernadette Peters bleating true con- 
fessions faster than you can say “Tom Cottle.” 

The salty one-liners and old-school Jewish-self- 
depreciation shtick What Becomes Semi- 
Legend Most? will satisfy Rivers’s Vegas fans. But 
her New Yawk brass grow hipness 
and the table, snort and conviction 
that poor taste timeless are what make the 
record courant the recent new-wave 
comedy albums Robin Williams and Eddie 
Murphy. Rivers, however, runs deep; her sassy 
blend raunch and righteousness could 
termed “toilet feminism.” What Becomes, she 
establishes instant affinity with the women 
the audience grounding her philosophy 
dating, sex, marriage, childbirth, aging (otherwise 
known life) one unshakable edict: men 
not know. For the album’s masterful finale, Rivers 
demolishes gynecologists, converting every 
awkwardness and embarrassment suffered their 
hands into howls dignity-restoring laughter.

Santana went from being just another 

fan haunting the Fillmore West 
fronting San Francisco’s only syncopated psy- 
chedelic band and one whose first three albums 
quickly went gold. Then the scraggly guitarist 
discovered Indian guru Sri Chinmoy, whose 
honor changed his name, cut his hair, and gave 
drugs, liquor, and night wildlife. Just 
dramatically, meandering, fancified Santana band 
albums like Caravanserai (1972) and Welcome 
(1973) collaborations with 
Mahavishnu John McLaughlin and Turiya Alice 
Coltrane eroded Santana’s arena constituency. Re- 
enter patriarch Graham, who 
friend/client that neither his fans nor his label 
would tolerate his elite noodling much longer. 
Amigos (1975) inaugurated pop strategy still 
force today (see Journey catalogue) construct- 
ing Latin, R&B, and traditional rock frameworks 
which hang its dizzying guitar feats.

Producers Beckett and Jerry Wexler lift the 
percussionists from the sonic congestion and 
intersperse them among writhing guitar 
leads. The Fabulous Thunderbirds dominate 
Diddley’s You Kim Wilson sings 
facetiously but means business harmonica, and 
trades uppercuts with Santana during torrid 
coda. The Thunderbirds also propel side one’s 
instrumental tributes bluesmen Lightnin’ 
Hopkins and John Lee Hooker. 
straight blues shuffle (copping from 
timpani and Wilson’s wailing harp make “Mud- 
bone” ominous jungle stomper.

Thinking 
him upstairs, his mother unwit- 
tingly locks him out, yielding him 
the butcher knives. Minutes 
before the crime, everyone but 
Santiago knows it’s going 
happen, and utterly con- 
founded when does find out.

Thus “Pilgrimage,” which first 
seems dour retreat from the 
whooping “Radio Free Eu- 
rope,” soon shows its own frantic 
spirit. Here it’s Buck’s backup 
vocals that give boyish animation 
Stipe’s ostensibly surrendered 
will: “Take our turn/Take our 
time/Take our fortune.” 

Not that the whole Murmur 
straightforward rock and roll.

unraveling the intrigue these 
Georgian conundrums.

next generation com- 
puters has been launched, 
and it’s just what been 
waiting for: models that are fully 
portable, fully capable, and also 
usable the heart complete 
home/office computer system. 
put this into perspective, 
personal computers have been 
classifiable into three and half 
species. First came the desk-top 
microcomputer (the well known 
Apples, IBMs, Zeniths, North- 
Stars, etc.), with standard type- 
writer keyboard and 12-inch 
monitor screen, costing upwards 
$2000 for system capable 
useful work the office. These 
are ideal for work, such 
word processing, accounting, 
and data analysis. Then there are 
the various under-$500 family- 
oriented “color computers” (the 
Atari 400 and 800, Commodore 
VIC-20, Texas Instruments 
99/4A, Timex/Sinclair, al.), 
color-TV used. These are 
terrific for entertainment and for 
learning about computers, but 
their practical utility limited. 
the third category 
computers (Sharp, 
Radio Shack, Panasonic, Quasar, 
Texas Instruments, Hewlett 
Packard), which are like enlarged 
battery-powered programmable 
calculators. Also called “hand- 
computers (HHC), these 
are very handy for on-the-go 
engineering 
calculations but not much else. 
The half-category the 
computer (the Osborne 
and Kaycomp), standard desk- 
top computer that has been com- 
pressed fit into carrying case 
that can transported from 
office home and vice versa. 
The new category the 
tool, not family-entertainment 
computer. price, and 
capabilities, fills the wide gap 
that has existed between the 
pocket computer and the trans- 
portable Osborne-type machine. 
Since transportables are full- 
bore desk-top computers with 
handles, they are very good 
things like word processing, 
spreadsheet calculation, and tele- 
communications. The problem 
with transportables that they 
are not really portable; they can’t 
run batteries and they are too 
heavy carry around routinely 
when traveling. Pocket com- 
puters, the other hand, run 
batteries and manage fit 
impressive amount computa- 
tional power into small pack- 
age, but that package really too 
small. The pocket 
small keyboard good for 
touch-typing, its memory capaci- 
severely limited, and its one- 
line liquid-crystal display (LCD) 
doesn’t let you see much 
your text numerical data, 
it’s inadequate for word-process- 
ing and spreadsheet tables. 
Enter the briefcase portable. 
battery powered, you can 
work anywhere. (It can even

But 
these machines are interesting 
because they provide our first 
glimpse what the next genera- 
tion personal computers will 
look like. Two trends have led 
the current developments. First, 
the “all-in-one” desk-top com- 
puter, which the keyboard and 
the display screen come together 


Experts ergonomics (the 
interaction between machines 
and users) have decreed that 
computer keyboards should 
detachable that the relative 
distance and height the key- 
board and screen can readjust- 
for each user minimize 
problems such eyestrain 
and low-back pain.

The 
Japanese are now investing hun- 
dreds millions dollars trying 
develop the parts for truly 
lightweight portable color TV. 

Still, despite their success 
other technological fields, 
Japanese companies have not 
penetrated the American com- 
puter market very successfully. 
The big names the personal 
computer field are American and 
British: Apple, Radio Shack, 
Commodore, Texas Instruments, 
Atari, Timex/Sinclair, IBM, etc. 
But now that everybody tool- 
ing make computers with 
detachable keyboards, the 
Japanese are ready with the 
obviously idea: desk- 
top computer and portable, 
both rolled into one. 

Microprocessors and memory 
chips have shrunk size suffi- 
ciently that complete computer 
circuit can built right into the 
base keyboard. Normally the 
keyboard wil attached 
cable and will part your 
desktop computer system, 
together with full-size video 
screen, disk drives, printer, and 
forth. But unplug the cable, 
activate built-in LCD screen, 
and presto the keyboard be- 
comes battery-powered 
portable computer that you can 
use anywhere. Take meet- 
ings, work, school; write 
reports and memos it, run 
programs stored memory 
enter new ones. When you get 
home again, plug the cable and 
everything entered right

The Toshiba T100, which 
available Japan but not yet 
sale here, was designed exactly 
according this plan. The two 
portables that will discuss 
here, the Epson HX-20 and Radio 
Shack Model 100, are presently 
optimized for use only 
portables but also have the 
potential fulfill the dual role 
later. this report 
discuss what these two machines 
well, what their limitations 
are, and how they differ. You 
may decide, did, that you 
live without one. 


Price and capacity 

The Epson HX-20 list priced 
$800 its basic, stripped- 
down form. That includes 16K 
user memory (RAM), 32K ROM 
containing the operating system 
logic and BASIC programming 
language, and tiny built-in 
printer that uses rolls adding 
machine paper inches wide. 
Recommended add-ons include 
microcassette recorder (which fits 
right into empty compartment 
one corner the HX-20) for 
data and program storage; 
modem for telecommunications; 
programs for word processing 
and communications the form 
plug-in ROM cartridges; and 
16K RAM expansion module that 
plugs into the left side (protrud- 
ing about three inches) in- 
crease the user memory 32K. 
With such add-ons, the total 
system price about $1200. 

The Radio Shack Model 100 
(catalogue number 26-3802) re- 
tails for $1000. That includes 24K 
RAM, built-in modem for 
telecommunications, and 32K 
ROM containing not only the 
operating system and BASIC lan- 
guage but also easy-to-use 
word-processing program for on- 
the-road writing and dandy 
telecommunications program 
with the included modem. 
Suggested add-ons include sep- 
arate cassette recorder for data 


storage, and additional 
RAM (installed internally) 
raise the user memory 32K; 
these will raise the total cost 
about $1200. possible buy 
$800 version the Model 100 
(catalogue number 26-3801), 
which only user memo- 
ry, but that’s probably not wise 
investment. you buy that 
version, its memory can in- 
creased later; still, costs more 
that way than buy with 
the memory. 

Radio Shack 
labeled which looks 
confusingly like model number. 
TRS-80 (pronounced 
cynics and the 
company) originally 
tended signify Tandy Radio 
Shack computer employing 
Z-80 microprocessor; but now 
generic part the brand name 
for all Radio Shack computers, 
including those that like the 
Model 100 portable contain 
different microprocessor. Since 
the company’s initials are T.R.S, 
I'm going call this machine the 
TRS Model 100, just TRS 100 
for short. 


Data storage 

The key the success these 
preserve data memory. Nor- 
mally when you switch off any 
computer all the programs and 
data that you have entered into 
its RAM memory circuits vanish. 
retain the information you 
have execute opera- 
tion, storing everything tape 
disk before shutting down and 
reloading the information from 
the tape disk when you next 
turn the machine on. But not 
these machines: they 
teries keep their memory 
circuits alive between day-to-day 
operations. That means you don’t 
even have “store” your data 
memory file after typing in; 
just switch off the machine. You 
can enter data write reports 
while traveling, and everything 
will still there memory 


when you return home 
which point you can print out 
full-size computer for further use. 

You save data tape only 
when you want permanent rather 
than temporary storage, when 
you have filled the 
memory with data programs. 
the latter case, transferring the 
data tape allows you clear 
out the memory and continue 
adding new material. (For in- 
stance, you could write lengthy 
article, save tape, then clear 
the memory and write another 
article.) 

The Epson can used with 
standard cassette recorder in- 
stead (or addition to) its 
optional internal microcassette; 
the TRS 100 can only used 
with separate cassette recorder 
preferably, according Radio 
Shack, its own $60 CCR-81 “com- 
puter cassette recorder.” Brad 
Meyer and have tried half- 
dozen assorted other brands and 
models, and many them have 
turned out unsuitable, 
better consult with your 
dealer try before you buy. 
The instruction manual 
wisely advises recording every- 
thing cassette twice; one 
tape reload into the com- 
puter successfully, the second 
one might. 


Portability 

Each these machines weighs 
four pounds and the size 
about two inches thick, tapered

The evolution computer law

omputers have certain mys- 
tique. They seem something 

more than the sum their parts, 
more even than the magnetic tapes and 
mathematical formulas that make them 
work. Awed the ever-growing talents 
these electronic tools, people seem 
expect magic. 

otherwise prudent businessman 
will entrust all his company’s records 
hastily purchased computer system 
and then astonished when mangles 
them. Abandoning customary auditing 
and management procedures, company 
will place blind faith the information 
computer supplies, forgetting that hu- 
mans can easily screw tamper with 
that information. And basement hob- 
byist will merrily copy software disk- 
ettes, scarcely aware that though 
using hacksaw crowbar and 
never gets his fingernails dirty, is, 
quite literally, crook. 

It's people perceive computers 
separate world. Which why the 
first task facing practitioners the 
growing new field computer law 
dispel the computer mystique show 
that computer technology has created 
not new world, but something more 
like new city. city where the 
climate and customs are unfamiliar, but 
where the old basic principles apply.

Some pirates are part institu- 
tional, 
and software companies are in- 
creasingly aggressive about 
prosecuting these people. But the 
companies rarely take the trouble 
after the smalltime hob- 
byists who networks 
through which stolen software 
exchanged for free. Although 
these pirates don’t profit from 
their theft, they cause soft- 
ware companies lose money 
depriving them potential 
customers. 

“The real cost that dis- 
courages innovation,” says Bob 
Frankston, president Software 
Arts, Wellesley software com- 
pany. “We cannot come out with 
many products because 
have make sure each will sell 
enough volume cover over- 
head costs. That’s where the 
users really lose.” 

discourage copying, 
ware companies take several 
tacks. Protecting schemes 
codes written into the program 
either block copying cause 
copied programs malfunction. 
But since the computer en- 
thusiasts who want copy the 
programs are usually smart 
the people who design the 
protection ‘schemes, the 
enthusiasts usually find way 
break the protection programs. 


Indeed, many steal software just 
for the intellectual challenge. 

Some companies, trying dif- 
ferent protection approach, en- 
code each diskette serial 
number which, 
purchaser mails his warranty 
card, filed with his name. That 
way, the serial number ever 
shows pirated disk, the 
company can trace the infraction 
the guilty party. 

But despite software manufac- 
turers’ best efforts, unlikely 
that software piracy 
stopped altogether. “The owners 
copyrights cannot detect pro- 
fessional piracy,” Freed says flat- 
ly. “They will have accept the 
fact that their market not the 
universe. You can’t look all 
potential users buyers. When 
program suppliers complain 
about the lack legal protection, 
what they really want are unat- 
tainable, absolute 
preventing people from copying 
program 

Such property-rights questions 
are just part the picture 
computer law. Some the most 
common questions concern more 
mundane issues surrounding the 
sale lease computer 
system. this level, you could 
sum the law effort 
protect computer users and com- 
puter makers from each other 
ensure that the manufacturer 
provides system that does what 
it’s supposed do, and that the 


user doesn’t misuse the 
property hold the maker 
responsible for forseeable 
preventable problems. 

“When you buy computer 
system program, enter- 
ing into contract. 
conscious that fact, lot 
other things fall into place,” says 
James Marcellino, computer- 
law specialist with the Boston law 
firm Gaston Snow Ely 
Bartlett. read the fine print, 
and know what agreeing 
and what remedies you have 
something goes wrong. 

“You can have program that 
for reasons faulty manufacture 
storage 
Marcellino explains. bring 
back, and find your contract 
limits your remedy repair 
replacement.” That is, you can’t 
collect damages for lost profits. 

Marcellino says that buying 
home computer like any other 
purchase major appliance; 
you're protected the same 
consumer-protection 
apply, say, when buying 
refrigerator car. When you 
buy software diskette, the 
package contains license agree- 
ment that goes into effect when 
you open it. The agreement limits 
the liability and restricts 
the purchaser from using the disk 
more than one computer 
provision that Freed says may not 
enforceable).

ask simple question: “What 
want the computer do?” 
“You have formulate reason- 
able expectations and match 
them against the product,” 
counsels. Make sure you under- 
stand everything the salesman 
promises, and get those promises 
into the contract. 

“You may invest hundreds 
hours figuring out how use 
your computer system, only 
find out the very thing you want 
do,” says Del Sesto MicroLaw 
Consultants: 

Sure, malfunctions, the 
supplier will take back the sys- 
tem and fix refund 
your money, that’s not the 
Del Sesto continues. The 
real cost, says, how many 
hours took get the point 
where you know something was 
wrong. 

And what about lost profits 
because vital functions infor- 
faltering system? Well, says 
Freed, you get hit car after 
walking blindly into 
intersection, you can’t sue the 
driver for negligence.

“The user should aware and 
take substantial precautions 


avoid suffering harm,” Freed ad- 
vises. through design 
system for handling problems 
that are readily recognizable and 
anticipated.

Until the 
sophisticated synthesizers broad- 
ens beyond the 
paired, prices for 
thesizers like the TSI will remain 
high. the meantime, simpler 
chips like the Votrax Echo 
combined with your own custom 
software can provide hours fun 
and interesting insights into the 
way talk each other. 


Four speech synthesizers: 
naive user’s impressions 

Gage supplied with tape 
containing four samples syn- 
thesized speech, rendered 
the Votrax Type-n-Talk, the Echo 
GP, $30,000 Kurzweil reading 
machine with its own optical 
character reader, and the Tele- 
sensory Systems Prose 2000. The 
synthesizers were given the 
Gettysburg Address, which in- 
cludes many difficult words and 
requires lot punctuation. 

The Votrax Type-n-Talk. The 
Votrax really speak 
complete monotone, just 
sounds that way. mispro- 
nounces many vowels: says 
“fahthers” like New Hampshire 
“prohper,” (for 
“hollow” (for “hallow’’) 
and (for Com- 
pound words, such batt-leh- 
field, confuse it; the phrase, 
“those who gave their lives that 
that nation might live,” both 
Phrases that should sing some- 
how fall flat when key word 
mispronounced: unfinished 
work which they who fought 
here have thus far knobbly 
advanced.” The pace the reci- 
tation about right for oratory, 
but would slow for normal 
conversation. 

The Echo GP. The Echo has 
two modes, normal and com- 
pressed; heard both. speaks 
curious combination three 
tones (F, F-sharp, and G-sharp), 
making sound though the 
text has been set curiously 
rapid sort Gregorian chant, full 
random accelerandos and 
ritards. Like the Votrax, says 


“batt-leh-field,” “prohper,” and
